'&■<, Earriraan reported informally on his observations of psychological ; 
warfare activities during his visit* He said that ho did not have cm r f§| 
opportunity to make a first-hand survey of this problem but had talked pit . 
Ambaoa -dor Muccio in Korea and hr. Sobold, our political advisor in Tokyo* ||i; 
He did not discuss the# problem directly with General. Mae&ythur or General UJ 
Willoughby, but had brought back certain reports which had been prepared 
for hiia* On th© basis of his discussions with Muecio, fk‘ a Karrimau felt 
that everyone recognises the importance of psychological -warfare, that 
they had improvised very well to meet immediate needs but that they need 
additional holp 0 

fife'. Harrimaa emphasised th© point that th© South Koreans haw nain~-> 
tained surprisingly good moral© * Ha had traveled a considerable distance 
throughout the country without any sense of danger fro® disaffected elements 
and had found everywhere an atmosphere of surprising confidence® Our 
military and political people believe that if a fair election could be 
held under UM auspices, it would result in a large anti-communist majority* 
The people and armed forces of South Korea are cooperating effectively 
with us in preserving order and maintaining security. BSr. Harriroaa coup 
mented that he felt that we Tight take, better advantage of opportunities 
for using South Koreans to help us* For example, while oar troops are 
generally roadh-bouM, we might isak© use of the local knowledge of th© South 
Koreans for Intelligence purposes and in unconventional methods of warfare. 
In this connection General B&gruder commented on a cable from Ambassador 
Muceio regarding the urgent need for small arms for guerilla activities* 

Mr. Harriman agreed that this was an urgent need and again stressed the 
value of South Korean native groups. 

General Bfegruder . and Admiral St a vans referred to several current 
messages indicating that our headquarters in both Tokyo and Korea are 
very much alive to the osysho logical warfare problem* Further discussion 
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brought out the fact that currant telegrams from Tokyo are not reaching 
Barrett or the Consultante promptly. It was agreed that steps should 
bo taken to assure that prompt distribution of communications between 
Washington and Tokyo, it nae also agreed that a telegram should be eont 
to Tokyo suggesting the possibility of seeding one or two qualified people 
to review psychological warfare needs on the spot. Ihe executive 
Secretary was requested to prepare a draft telegram on uhess lines. 


Kr. Harriman stressed the importance of intelligence relating to 
evidence of Chinees participation in Korea. H© had brought back a raport 
on this subject shich was not entirely conclusive. In this connections our 
policy with regard to identification of Chinese Communist participation 
was discussed briefly. General f&gruder, while questioning the wisdom of 
•identifying the Chinese in overt propaganda, thought that covert channels 
eight be used effectively. Ur. Barrett undertook to review the policy 
aspects of the matter with the State Department. 


As time did not permit discussion of other items on the agenda, it 
was agreed to hold a special meeting the following day, August 15 at 
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
